On 2 Feb 1867 the parish (or consolidated chapelry) of CHASETOWN was constituted 
from parts of BURNTWOOD, HAMMERWICH and OGLEY HAY. 


Description of Church 


The church, dedicated to St Anne, in ...... , was built in 1865 (largely at the 
expense of John Robinson McClean (Managing Director of the Cannock Chase Colliery 
Company)) to designs by Edward Adams of Westminster (a railway architect) and 
consecrated in 1865.
